BOERS FOUGHT DESPERATELY. 


French Had His Hands Full Before 
Brandfort. 

Bloemfontein, March 31.—The Boer po- 
sition yesterday was one of great natural 
strength. Only the turning movement of 
General French and Major LeGallais, the 
latter commander of the mounted infant- 
ry, on either flank, ensured the British 
success. ‘ 

The shape of the kopjes was irregular. 
The Boers’ right flank consisted of a long 
hill with wooded sides connected with the 
main position by a long low ridge, thick- 
ly wooded. The rest of the position to- 


ward the left, consisted of broken kopjes,

Major LeGallais moved around the 
Boers’ left.and engaged them, first freely

Steadily they worked their 
way to the crest of the hill where a hot 
engagement ensued. The Lincolnshires 
occupied the hill one the right, projecting 
the 18th battery, which uragged its guns 
up the hill with the greatest difficulty 
and opened a heavy fire at close range. 

Meanwhile the City Imperials getting in 
touch with the Boers, the remainder of 
Tucker's dwision advanced across a semi- 
circular basin through which a railway 
ran. It was very open ground and the 
Boers from the detached kopje and ridge 
delivered a heavy fire. In spite of this, 
however, the British moved on steadily, 
as if on parade. The advance was pro- 
tected by guns which vigorously shelled 
the Boer position. 

About 4 o’clock the British 
simultaneously and occupied the Boers’ 
position, from which an excellent view 
could be had of Brandfort, fifteen miles 
distant, across the open field. The Boer 
loss is unknown.

DAVIS AGAINST FREE TRADE. 


General of Porto Rico 


Wants the Tariff. 

San Juan, P. R., March 31.—In an in- 
terview today with the Associated Press 
correspondent Governor General Mavis 
said: 

“I have not felt it proper for me to dis- 
cuss congressional matters, filling, as I 
do, an executive position. I have ex- 
pressed my views fully, however, on 
Porto Rico’s needs, and I might say if 
congress should adopt free trade, the re- 
ceipts of the custom house would natural- 
ly cease. One million five hundred thous- 
and dollars has been collected during the 
fiscal year and with free trade this will 
fall off. What then will run the island? 

“Although I have received no official 
advics regarding an appropriation, I 
understand through the newspapers thats 
an appropriation was decided upon and | 
infer that this appropriation will be 
spent on insular government expenses. If 
free trade is adopted I cannot see how 
the necessary’ funds for ¢onductimg the 
affairs of the island are to be raised by 
myself or those who succeed me. Two 
million dollars are the present expenses 
and this amount will be needed annually. 
There is only a small revenue incoming 
from stamps, liquors, tobacco and mer- 
cantile licenses, and it is impossible to 
collect taxes because of the conditions.” 

W. T. Townes, president of the Porto 
Rican~American Tobacco Company says 
the proposed tariff will keep ‘Porto 
Rico out of the American market; that 
Porto Rico will sell to Europe, China and 
Japan and not a pound to the United 
States. 

The tariff means a difference of $725 on 
each thousand pounds of finished tobac- 
co. United States makers can’ buy ‘the 
same leaf and make it up in the United 
States and sell it $725 cheaper than the 
Porto Rico manufacturers. 

The Porto \WRican-=American Tobacco 
Company employs 5300 hands at Ponce and 
San Juan and has an output of cigars 
and cigarettes to the value of $1,000,000 
annually. 

The mayors of many towns have be- 
come dissatisfied and wish to resign, al- 
though only elected a few.months ago. 
They do net like the _ responsibility of 
their offices and the empty treasuries. A 
general order was recently issued pro- 
hibiting resignations except on account of 
iliness. The deficits have been caused for 
the most part by the order in 1899 remov- 
ing municipal taxes on meats, breads, 
foods, ete., which order, however, was 
considered just, ‘but on account of which 
the city recetpts have fallen off about 
half. In many towns funds are unavail- 
able to pay police, clerks, teachers and 
the commonest expenses for the past few 
months.

F. Gober, and that during the late spring 
of the same year, an attachment judg- 
ment Was entered against Tower, based 
upon the verdict of a jury in the city 
court in favor of the petitioner for $1,050, 
principal, and $265.29 interest. 
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Further, the petition asserts that some 
time prior the suing of the at- 
tachment Walter Saylar gave two mort- 
gages for $450 each.to Tower on a piece of 
property on the corner of McMillan and 
Fourteenth streets. It was charged that 
in 1898 Tower transferred one of the 
mortgages to Arnold. The plaintiff al- 

tkat this transfer was fraudulent

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Gibara, Province of Santiago de Cuba. — 
I have just witnessed av 
sight: the removal, for reinterment in 
the states, of the bodies-of four Ameri- 
can soldiers who had died and been bur- 
led at this place. About a mile outside 
the north gate of the city there is a neat 
little burial ground Surrounded by a wire 
fence in good condition. Passersby can 
look in but cannot enter because the gate 
is kept locked by the American military 
authorities. About half an acre of land 
is inclosed. Down the center is a path 
made with sand from the sea shore. 
Stones have been placed at the edge of 
the pathway and around the graves in 
regular order. At the head of each grave 
the stars and Stripes waved. On a neat 
board was stenciled a record of the name. 
rank and date of death of the occupant 
of each®grave. The ground was almost 
free from weeds: in striking contrast 
with the wild luxuriance of the land out- 
Side the fence. On some of the graves 
wreaths had been placed and ribbons at- 
tached to cards with faded inscriptions. 
Close by is the sea whicn today is rolling 
big billows into the corral caves along 
the shore with the sound as of distant 
cannonade; fit requiem for a soldier’s 
burying place. Hard by is a village of 
squalid palm-thatched huts, where poor 
Cubans lve in conditions of discomfort, 
carelessness,’ disorder and dirt, contrast- 
ing strikingly with the neatness, order 
and care of the temporary resting place 
of the dead American soldiers. The ordi- 
nary Cuban is smart, alert and impres- 
sionable. The very presence of that well- 
kept parterre is an’ object lesson not like- 
ly to be lost upon the natives.

BIG FORCE OF BIKE COPS. 

Precautions have .als> been taken 
against the criminals who employ brute 
force rather than subtilty. The city of 
Paris has authorized a lurge incre-se in 
the number of street pclice; the night 
service especially will be arranged on a 
much larger scale than in ordinary times. 
The armed mounted police will be nearly 
doubled. A service of bicycle police, 
somewhat on the model of the well known 
and effective corps of New York is being 
formed. By the middle cf April there 
will be 240 of these sturdy fellows, all ex- 
pert riders and provided with the very 
best machines. Their uniforms will be 
rather peculiar and may amuse American 
visitors. It will consist of a blouse, like 
that of the French stone mason’s, made 
cf thin blue stuff, very voluminous down 
to the knees, where they will be caught 
in tight. These will be leather gaiters. 
The ordinary kepi or cap with forepiece 
worn by the regular police will complete 
the costume.

The boy who quite tops the list of yvouth- 
ful heroes in England is a little chap who 
lives near the Camberwell canal. His 
name is Walter Myatt, he is not quite 
fourteen and he has saved eleven lives. 
He ian’t a professional life saver, hut 
goes to school every day and does his 
rescuing merely by way of diversion. 

He made his first bid for fame four 
years ago. Curiously enough, the tow 
path of the Camberwell canal is a favor- 
ite playground for children, and ever so 
often one of them falls in and is usually 
drowned. This time it was a little girl. 


In fact, it was two little girls. One of 
them had fallen in and the other had 
tried to get her out, but instead had 


joined her. Walter Myatt, then aged ten, 
saw it. He couldn't swim a stroke him- 
self, and the canal-is deep, but he rushed 
in regardless and actually succeeded in 
getting both children out. Naturally con- 
siderable fuss was made over him at 
the time, but it didn't upset him, the only 
new thing he did being learning to swim. 
He got his next chance while he and an- 
other boy were up to something or other 
on a barge arichored out in the stream 
The other boy tumbled in, when it of 
course behooved the adventurous Myatt 
to get him out, which he did, swimming 
with him to the edge of the barge, which 

rtunately was laden so heavily that 
its side was almost level with the water 
and hauling him on deck. 

Then it was that this young man 
showed that he possessed invention ® 
well as bravery. The art of resuscitation 
was an unknown one to him, but there 
lay the boy unconscious and something 
had to be done. Myatt did it by pouring 
P, generous quantity of canal water down 
his throat in the ‘dhelief that it would 
make him sick. It did, #0 sick that he 
“came to.'' After that Master Myatt was 
by general consent dubbed “the Camber- 
well hero,”’ and he has lived up to his 
title. He promptly saved four more lives 
without even inquiring who his debtors 
were, but some One more interested than 
he sent the particulars of the cases to 
the Royal Humane Society and they rec- 
ognized his deeds with a testimonial on 
vellum and a reward in gold. Since then 
they have felt called upon to issue still 
another, for Myatt: has gone straigh( on 
Saving lives, and it has become the cus- 
tom along the canal when anybody falls 
In to “send for Myatt’’ just as they 
would send for the doctor if one of them 
was sick. He however, is now less in- 
terested in life-saving than in the’ boys’ 
regiment that he has joined recently.
